Particularly , that under pretence of the promiſe. made to them-to.reſerve his- 
Pulpit-for any. well-afte&ed' Brethren not conforming ,- who: would take pains 
to confirm the Diſciples, and to eſtabliſh them in the faith, he had admirred' 
EFifth-monarchy men, Anabaptilts , and: others to: his Pulpit; 'ro the great 
diſparagement of: the holy: Cauſe, which may be thought to-countenance- 
thoſe Factions and ways.' W hereunto the Anabaptiſt-Independant-Presbyterian 
Son of the Church replyed ; That 1. he deſired toberome all things to all mty, 
2. That though the Brethren of the Baptized way differed. from us in ſome points, yet 
they. heattily. agree inthe main, viz. zealous oppoſition of the Agra id 77 and 
prophaneſs of theſe times, which he underſtood tobe the preſent Intereſt. 3. That becauſe. 
#0 body. wowld hear bins before theſe tinies; be ys vow.pleaſe every.body togain 4: 
Congregation, The Chairman urged againſt him furcher, that he being appointed 
to; look out 'all opportunities of employment, and fo bring in his deſtituted 
Brethren to hisChurch,allowing them what hegained abroad,only reſerving two 
ſhillings 1n ten for his own pains, he ſnatched up all that was to be got in Town; 
- and employed his Brethren , but allowed them little or nothing. He replied , 
That he knew not how ſoon he ſhould be out of all, for the High Prieſt of London threat- 
ed him every day , and he deſired to be excuſed if he lay in ſomething againſt an evil 
day. - Another of the Committee urged againſt him the Forty Pounds it coſt him 
in the Maids buſineſs, where he was caught in Shoreditch, To which he 
replied , That the Spirit was willing , but the Fi was weak.; his heart was right ; 
be intended to propagate the Goſpel, When they told him he ſhould marry and not 
burr; he anſwered, 7 ſuppoſe that it is good for the preſent diſtreſs , I ſay, it # good 
fo to do. Aﬀter complaint of fevera] miſdemeanours, the Doctor tells them ; 
That if they did anger hins any more he would be Epiſcopal, for-ſaith he, 1 was an 
 afrabaptiſt, and they being too buſte with me , Tturned Independent ; the Independent 
troubled me in Wales, 1came to London, and was a Presbyterian, and if you will 
not let me alone 1 will even turn, and be a Sonof the Church. Whereupon another 
- of the Committee adviſed, That they ſhould not narrow their Intereſt, nor offend 
the Brethren, adding, that the Doctor was the moſt thorow pac'd Nonconfor- 
miſt in Town. After which Mr. Occaſional made the following ſpeech : 1 ſhall in my
